OUR HELP IN SCOTCHING US PRESS REPORTING OP TIMES OP ZAMBIA 
STORY TODAY APRIL 22 THAT GRZ HAS REFUSED TO MEET AMERICAN 
RAILWAY EQUIPMENT TRADE MISSION NOW IN ZAMBIA IN RETALIATION 
T ES "FUUB" OP PRESIDENT KAUNDA. CHONA EXPRESSED APPRECIATION 
POR LETTER I HAD SENT TO ACTING POREIGN MINISTER SILUNGWE 
OUTLINING US PROTOCOL ON PRIVATE VISITS BY CHIEPS OP STATE AND, 

WITH REPERENCE TO TIMES APRIL 21 EDITORIAL AND APRIL 22 STORY, 
EXPRESSING CONCERN THAT MISUNDERSTANDING NOT BE ALLOWED TO 
DETRACT PROM WHAT WAS CLEARLY MOMENTOUS AND IMPORTANT VISIT 
TO US BY PRESIDENT OP ZAMBIA. PM SAID GRZ UNDERSTOOD CUSTOMARY 
US PRACTICE, WITH WHICH HE SAID HE FAMILIAR FROM HIS TIME AS 
BIBASSADOR TO THE US. KAUNDA VISIT, AS SILUNGWE HAD SAID ON 
EVENING NEWS, HAD BEEN SUCCESS. PM AND SILUNGWE HAD CONPERRED 
THIS EVENING AND THEY WERE WORRIED ABOUT THE EPPECT OP 
DISSEMINATION OP TIMES STORY IN US ON AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

HE SAID AMBASSADOR MWALE HAD BEEN ATTEMPTING TO TELEPHONE HIM TO 
DISCUSS MATTER. 
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2. CHONA ASKED THAT STEPS BE TAKEN TO INEORM US MEDIA ASAP THAT 
TRADE MISSION IS PROCEEDING AS PLANNED WITH EULL GRZ APPROVAL AND 
COOPERATION. HE DID NOT, OF COURSE, WANT HIS OWN NAME OR THAT OE 
OTHER GOVERNMENT OEFICIALS BROUGHT INTO IT. PM DID NOT WISH TO 
GET INTO DIRECT PUBLIC CONERONTATION WITH TIMES. 

3. I SAID WE WOULD CERTAINLY INEORM DEPT OF PM'S CONCERN THAT 
RECORD BE SET STRAIGHT EOR AMERICAN MEDIA ASAP. I SUGGESTED 
BEST OPPORTUNITY WOULD BE DEBT'S NOON PRESS BRIEEING TOMORROW, 
APRIL 23. PM VERY MUCH HOPED ACTION COULD BE TAKEN SOONER TO 
CATCH MORNING PAPERS. 

4. WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE DEPT SETTING RECORD STRAIGHT, IE 
POSSIBLE EVEN BEEORE NOON BRIEEING, THROUGH STATEMENT TO EEEECT 
IT DEBT'S UNDERSTANDING WORK OF US RAILWAY EQUIPMENT TRADE 
MISSION PROCEEDING DEFECTIVELY AND ON SCHEDULE WITH COOPERATION 
AND ASSISTANCE OE GRZ; TODAY THE TRADE MISSION HELD DISCUSSIONS 
IN KABWE WITH OEEICIALS OE ZAMBIA RAILWAYS, INCLUDING GENERAL 
MANAGER HARRY EAST AND GENERAL MANAGER DESIGNATE HOSEA SOKO, 
EORMER AMBASSADOR TO THE US; TOMORROW, APRIL 23, MEETINGS ARE 
SCHEDULED WITH THE NATIONAL TRANSPORT CORPORATION AND OEFICIALS 
OF THE MINISTRY OF POWER, TRANSPORT AND WORKS; WEDNESDAY APRIL 24 
THE MISSION DEPARTS EOR GABORONE, BOTSWANA, THE LAST STOP ON THE 
MISSION'S EOUR-NATION AERICAN TOUR, WHICH ALSO INCLUDED NIGERIA 
AND ZAIRE.
